The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While the specification in this application on pages 5 and 6 indicates that there is 
overlap between the terms ' free mass ' and 'frequency compensation coupler' they are 
intrinsically of non-identical scope since the latter can be tethered and effect its 
purpose, and the claim in US6,689,087 is directed to be directed to a different 
combination for double-patenting purposes including inter alia a barrier element and 
cooling jacket and catheter construct, and where the horn proper is not per se claimed 
as receiving the resonator probe proximal portion. . 
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McMaster et al (US3475628) is directed to a horn 5 fixedly secured to a housing with 
piezomotive force and having a capturing mechanism 7b,c for retaining a resonator 
probe 11a, b. 

Libby (US3595325) is directed to a resilient contact membe 6, 9 restrained to 
approximate horn 1 and transmission member 10. 

Likins US3672454 is directed to a capture mechanism 4 drawing on McMaster et al 
together with a spring 10 back-biasing the entrapped resonator probe 8 against the horn 
portion 2. 

Peyman et al (US4428748) is directed to a horn 85 which receives a distal portion of a 
resonator tool which is bi-directionally spring-biased within a capture mechanism with a 
mass 68 rigidly attached thereto. However all lack inclusion inter alia of a free mass 
into the claimed combinations of the base claims. 

Non-elected claims 22, 49 and 76 are rejoined to the application as now dependent 
upon allowed generic claims. 

The specification changes filed on February 18, 2005 have been approved.
